were told that sponsors expect to 
begin circulating initiative petitions 
throughout the state within a few 
weeks. 
William 
J. Corrigan, 
Cleveland 
Federation of Labor attorney, ex­ 
plained the plan proposed to amend 
tile state constitution to create 34 
districts, roughly comparable to the 
present senatorial districts, in which 
there would be at least one repre­ 
sentative. 
There would be one representa­ 
tive for each 60,000 persons with an 
additional member if there was an 
excess of 30,000 or more. 
Frank R 
Uible, former .speaker 
of the house, and Rep. Lody Fluml 
urged re-apportionment of Hie sen­ 
ate as well as the house, and Corri­ 
gan assured them their objections 
to the present plan would be con­ 
sidered. 
Uible asked revision of the sena­ 
torial districts with separate repre­ 
sentative districts in each. 
Huml 
suggested labor back a plan for a 
unicameral legislature. 
"The rural population does not 
Understand the problems which face 
the great centers,” Corrigan de­ 
clared.

Latest Developments Deflate Erstwhile Frightful­ 
ness of Attack by Parachute Soldiers 


By DEVON FR ASCI H, 
Associated Press Aviation Editor. 
NEW' YORK, Feb. 8 —If Europe’s 
wars nave done nothing else, they 
have unmasked some of the bogey 
men who scared the day.ights out 
of civil populations the world over 
for a half dozen years prior to the 
actual outbreak ol fighting. 
The latest to have its frightful­ 
ness re -assessed at what seems to 
be more its true value is the danger 
of attacks behind the front lines by 
armies of riflemen dropped from 
airplanes in wholesale lots by para­ 
chute. 
’Chute Soldiers Killed 
At least twice, news dispatches 
passed by the Finnish censor relate. 
Russia has attempted to drop troops 
by parachute, oniy to subject them 
to the deadly fire of Finnish sol­ 
diers who methodically picked them 
off as they drifted earthward. 
Two days ago the Finns admitted 
the Russians had succeeded in land­ 
ing some parachute troops in the 
far north. 
It stem s safe to conclude that 
parachute armies, while not to be 
written off as useless, need refur­ 


bishing as to technique and tactical 
employment before they become a 
major factor In warfare, 
With that profound enthusiasm 
with which Soviet R u^ia embraced 
flying both civil and military, dur­ 
ing the pre-war years, Soviet sol­ 
diery was indoctrinated with para­ 
chute 
jumping. 
Russia 
was 
not 
alone. 
France and Germany ex­ 
perimented, too, with the use of 
parachute troops 
Considered By U. S. 
German military periodicals men­ 
tioned how vulnerable the British 
ii.es would be to an attack by para­ 
chuted soldiers.
